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Sulsers, Schneitters, Alpanalps, Mosers, Abbeglens, 
Probsts, Bugnerners, Murris, Haslers, Buhlers, and Kum- 
mers—introduced many Swiss ways of living and man- 
nerisms to the community.?- They tended cows on the 
mountain sides and made cheese. One of them, Fred 
Buhler, even established a cheese factory in the town and 
supplied valley settlers and the Park City market with 
cheese. 


CREA MERIES 
Before milk was shipped out of the county to the 


Salt Lake City market, nearly every town in the county 
had its own creamery. The pioneer creamery in the valley
